that patents obtained by foreigners shall 
be revoked if not adequately worked in the United 
Kingdom, are not fully substantiated by an interesting 
inquiry which has been made. 

An English technicai periodical prints a communi- 
cation wherein the writer states that he questioned the 
companies mentioned as having started works in Eng- 
land on account of the new law, receiving replies from 
most pf them; and he gives a summary of the answers. 
Only. two of the companies say that they started fac- 
tories in England because of the law and one of these 
qualifies its admission by adding that “English work- 
men are not proportionately benefited, as so many for- 
eigners have come over here to work in the factories,” 
and that “the new law is likely to act as a deterrent to 
inventors of small means.” 

Of the companies which deny that the new law in- 
fluenced them, one states as its reason for starting a 
factory in England the opinion that “a protective-tariff 
law will be in force here sooner or later.” Another 
gives “the increased demand for our goods in Great 
Britain and the colonies.” Two companies say they 
were manufacturing in England before the 
law was passed. One answer, which only says indefin- 
itely that the new law tends to increase new industries 
in Great Britain, adds the opinion that other countries 
will retaliate with similar laws, making it “a hardship 
for the English inventor owning foreign patents.” 
One reply omits and another refuses to state the rea- 
son for starting a factory in. England. 

On the whole, the replies tend to give the impression 
that the Patents Law has less influence in promoting 
new industries than it was expected or has been repre- 
sented to have.

The 
proposed legislation, as recently outlined by the Presi- 
dent of the British Board of Trade, will embody these 
three cardinal features—it will be compulsory, con- 
tributory, and specialized as to different groups of

It is claimed that the futility of voluntary schemes 
of insurance against unemployment has been caused 
by the fact that the majority of those interested in 
such schemes have been themselves out of employ- 
ment, and consequently unable to make the necessary 
payments. ,

be provided for in a time of misfortune and distress, 
will be less inclined to engage in strikes, and that 
a larger measure of peace will be thereby obtained 
for the industrial world. 

The division into trades, it is urged, will solidify 
the interests of employers and employes, and if there 
should be a depression in one trade the scale of con- 
tributions or allowances could be changed without 
affecting other industries. The trades of building, 
shipbuilding, engineering, construction work generally. 
and vehicle-making have been subject in the past to 
the most serious fluctuations, and it is in these trades 
that the insurance against unemployment will be first 
made applicable.

ment will be closely associated, and through this co- 
operation it is anticipated that the disturbances which 
now agitate the labor market through a superabun- 
dance of workers in certain trades or in certain lo- 
calities and a scarcity in others will be largely avoided. 

The wage-earner when out of employment must 
report to the nearest labor exchange, and through 
it an effort will be made to find work for him. He 
will be paid nothing out of the insurance fund during 
the first week that he is unemployed, upon the as- 
sumption that he has probably saved enough to tide 
him over that short interval. If work is secured for 
him he must accept the employment unless he can 
furnish a satisfactory reason for not doing so to a 
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committee composed of employers and employes which 
will be constituted to decide the contention. If he is 
willing to work and employment for him can not be 
found, then he is to receive ordinarily $1.92 per week 
for fifteen weeks if employment is not secured during 
that period, or. for a longer period (but in no event 
to exceed twenty weeks) if he receives a smaller 
weekly benefit. 

If he makes an application a second time he must 
contribute to the insurance fund for a longer period 
than the first time. The original period during which 
he must contribute to the fund before he can receive 
insurance benefits would probably be eight months, 
and the second or third periods, if he should make 
three applications in all for employment, would be 
progressively longer. The insurance scheme, it will 
be thus seen, is not intended for the benefit of men 
habitually or chronically out of work, but for the 
steady and industrious wage-earner who temporarily 
has no employment. 

It is estimated that the contribution to the insurance 
fund by an employer of 500 men would not exceed 
$1,200 or $1,450 a year. Arrangements, it is suggested, 
should be made to enable individuals or associations 
of workmen who are not employed in the insured 
trades to insure against unemployment through the 
Government voluntarily, but in such cases the terms 
of the insurance would not be as favorable to the em- 
ploye as if he were engaged in one of the compulsory 
trades. 

The proposed legislation has met with a varying 
reception from the large employers of labor and from 
the trade unions, some approving and others con- 
demning it; but it can not be said as yet that there 
are any indications of organized and general opposi- 
tion to the proposal of assurance against unemploy- 
ment from either of these sources.

which has been under consideration for 
several weeks, but which has been delayed pending the 
conclusion of negotiations with the Chicago shippers. 
A committee representing the Chicago Association of 
Commerce met a similar committee from the railroads 
recently and asked the carriers not to make any 
changes in the rates, saying thousands of dollars had 
been expended by shippers in securing connections, 
and that a raise would work a hardship. The rail- 
roads figure that as the small shipper has to pay dray- 
age charges they are justified in evening up accounts 
by advancing rates to the large shipper who has a 
direct connection. 

The rate will be raised, it is believed, as soon as 
the tariffs can be prepared. 

At present the exchange of freight in Chicago is 
governed by many individual contracts, involving ex- 
pense, unequal methods, and delay. It is hoped that a 
uniform system may be worked out which will take 
much of the switching away from the congested dis- 
tricts. Dissatisfaction with the freight rates into Chi- 
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cago was given as the occasion for a meeting recently 
held in the Congress Hotel by eighteen representatives 
of the malleable iron manufacturers. Discriminatory 
rate adjustments were alleged, giving some iron pro- 
ducers and communities more favorable rates than 
others. Birmingham, Ala., the iron men said, enjoys 
a relative advantage into Chicago of 50 cents a ton as 
compared with Toledo, Detroit, and Milwaukee.

Extending New York will take steps to establish 

American banks in the principal business centers 
Influence in of the southern continent. 
South America. Such quiet but highly effective meth- 
ods of extending American influence and American 
trade in those regions have been too much neglected. 
The merchants and manufacturers of the United 
States, probably because they had a“home continent in 
which to operate, have been slow to go after foreign 
trade and its profits with effective measures. 

The indifference of American manufacturers to the 
tastes, desires and even the caprices of their possible 
customers in Latin America—their too common atti- 
tude that goods salable. here ought to be eagerly 
bought there, and that if they are not the fault is with 
the possible buyers, has long been a subject of com- 
plaint. 

Many an energetic attempt to build up South Ameri- 
can trade has come to naught simply because Ameri- 
can manufacturers and merchants could not be per- 
suaded that ways found successful and acceptable in 
this country would not do in South America. 

In the long run the seller must do business in the 
buyer’s way, or not do business at all. This is espe- 
cially the case where the buyer’s custom is the subject 
of international competition. 

One chief reason why our trade with South America 
is so small is that we have not been willing to trade 
in the South American way. We have tended to in- 
sist that our way was the only possible one. And so 
South American trade has gone to our more accommo- 
dating European competitors. 

One salient difference between North and South 
American trading ways is that longer credits are de- 
manded in South America. In many cases the South 
American merchant could not avoid this if he would. 
The habits of his customers, the industrial facts of 
their situation, compel them to seek long credits and 
him to extend them. And he must deal with those 
who can and will help him to meet the exigencies of 
his own situation. 

Where the dealings are between countries whose 
mercantile credits differ widely, banks that understand 
the situation and are prepared to meet it and bridge 
over the gap are peculiarly desirable and necessary 
to both buyers and sellers. American banks prepared 
to render this service, for a proper consideration, have 
been sadly lacking in Latin America. 

Our European competitors have faced the situation. 
They have supplied the banking facilities required to 
meet it so far as they found them necessary to support 
their mercantile enterprises. And by supplying the 
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banking facilities they have helped themselves to sup- 
ply the goods, ~ 

That is what makes the reported enterprise of a 
chain of South American banks peculiarly interesting 
and commendable. Such banks would do more to ex- 
tend and secure the influence of the United States in 
South America than a ton of purely political assur- 
ances and pronouncements.

A clever scheme by which $220 is made out of ten 
$20 bank notes has been called to the attention of 
St. Louis banks by the St. Louis officers of the 
United States Secret Service. A dozen or more of 
the altered notes have been received at the sub- 
treasury in that city. The scheme is as follows: Ten 
$20 bank notes are laid one on top of the other with 
a quarter inch margin of each note showing at one 
end. All are then firmly held together, and by one 
stroke of a sharp knife, each note is divided into 
two parts, one of which is larger than the other. 
The pieces are then fitted together to make a note 
a trifle less than the regulation size. A piece of ad- 
hesive plaster fastens the two pieces. There remain 
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nine complete bills, and two portions of bills, each 
of which is more than three-fifths of a complete bill. 
The Government redeems at full value a multilated 
bill, which is three-fifths of the proper size. And 
still the Government will insist upon pinching a per- 
son endowed with such a brain as this!

CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS OF THE STOVE 
SALESMEN’S ASSOCIATION OF NEW YORK. 


The Stove Salesmen’s Association of New York, D. 
P. Zelenski, Secretary, which was organized about a 
year ago, is making rapid strides, and from present in- 
dications is destined to become a great factor in the 
stove trade of New York state. The association’s 
recently adopted ‘Constitution and By-Laws are printed 
herewith. 


CONSTITUTION. 


Articte I. 
NAME AND OBJECT. 

This Association shall be known as the Stove Salesmen’s 
Association of New York, and shall have for its object, the 
improvement of the moral and social condition of its mem- 
bers; promote their mutual benefit by the accumulation of a 
fund to be paid to the proper beneficiary upon the death of a 
member, and to create a bureau of employment, as shall be 
prescribed by the By-Laws. 

Articie II. 

The elective officers of this Association shall consist of 
President, Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer and three 
trustees, and Second Vice-President and Third Vice-Presi- 
dent, and no person shall be eligible to hold office who has 
not been a member of this Association for at least one year. 

Articie IIT. 

Any white male person who shall have attained the age 
of 21 years, shall be eligible to membership, providing he is 
at the time of his application, engaged in the sale of stoves 
either exclusively or in connection with other subsidiary mer- 
chandise, and representing a legitimate manufacturer or job- 
ber of stoves; he must be either a salesman, manager, book- 
keeper, office clerk, or stenographer, and must be of good 
moral character and have good general health. 

Articie IV. 

In order to insure durability and perpetuity, a perma- 
nent fund shall be created by Constitution, dues, or assess 
ments to be exacted from the members as shall be prescribed 
by the By-Laws. 


BY-LAWS. 
Articte I. 

Section I.—The meetings of this Association shall be 
held on the last Saturday of each month at 2 P. M. 

Section II.—Special meetings shall be called by the 
President when requested by five members in good standing 
No business shall be transacted at Special’ Meetings except 
as shall be embodied in the call. 

Section III.—Seven members shall constitute a quorum 
for transaction of business. 

Articte IT. 

Section L—The Officers of this Association shall be 
nominated at the regular meeting held on the last Saturday 
in November at which time candidates shall be offered for 
nomination. No more than three candidates shall be nomi- 
nated for any one elective office. 
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Section I1.—All the elective officers of this Association 
shall be chosen bv ballot and by a majority of the votes cast. 
Nominees shall be balloted for separately. : 

Section III.—The Elections shall be conducted by a Judge 
and two Tellers, who shall be appointed by the President; and 
it shall be the duty of the Tellers to inspect the ballot after 
the vote is cast, and report their finding verbally, and in an 
audible voice to the Judge, and it shall then be the duty of 
the Judge to inspect the ballot and announce the result to 
the elected. 

Section IV.—The Officers of this Association, legally 
elected, shall be installed in office by the retiring President at 
the Banquet Table, immediately preceding the Annual Ban- 
quet. If the President succeed himself for. the election, then 
the Ex-President who preceded him when he was first elected, 
shall conduct the installation ceremonies. 

Section V.—In the event of the removal from office of 
any elective officer of this Association, either by death, resig- 
nation or otherwise, his successor shall be elected at the next 
regular meeting of the Association; he shall be nominated in 
open meeting and elected by ballot in compliance with Sec- 
tion III. 

Section VI.—AIl Officers shall be elected for the period 
of one year. 

Arricte III. 


DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 


Section L—It shall be the duty of the President to pre- 
side at all meetings of this Association, and to enforce a 
strict observance of the Constitution, By-Laws and Rules, 
and to see that all officers perform their respective duties, ap- 
point all committees and officers not otherwise provided for, 
and give the casting ballot on all matters before the Associa- 
tion when a tie vote may occur; to direct the Secretary to 
call the Special Meetings when application shall be made in 
writing by five members of the Association. He shall per- 
form such other duties as the Association or his office may 
require of him. 

Section II.—It shall be the duty of the Vice-Presidents 
to render to the President such assistance as may be required 
of them, and in the absence of the President from the meet- 
ing, the Vice-Presidents shall perform his duties. 

Section II].—The Secretary shall keep a fair and im- 
partial record of the proceedings of the Association, notify all 
members of all meetings when ordered by the President, 
attest all monies ordered to be paid, and shall hold his books 
and papers at all times in readiness for inspection by any 
authorized committee. He shall prepare for the Annual Meet- 
ing a report of the working of the Association for the year 
ending, and deliver up to his successor in Office, within one 
week of the expiration of his term, all books, papers, or other 
property in his possession belonging to his office of the Asso- 
ciation. 

Section IV.—The Treasurer shall hold the funds of the 
Association, pay all orders drawn upon him signed by the 
President and attested by the Secretary. He shall keep the 
accounts in the proper manner, showing the amount of re- 
ceipts and expenditures, and shall prepare a statement of the 
finances of the Association annually, or whenever required 
to do so by the Association. He shall keep his books and 
papers at all times ready for inspection by any authorized 
committee. Before entering upon the duties of his office, he 
shall be required to give bond for their faithful performance 
in the sum of $500.00, the amount to be increased in the judg- 
ment of the Association as it may -be required, the cost of 
such bond to be paid by the Association. He shall hand over 
all books, money and other property of the Association that 
may be in his possession at the expiration of his term of office, 
within one week, to his successor, when duly qualified to re- 
ceive the same. 

Section V.—The Trustees shall have the general super- 
vision of the properties of the Association. They shall invest 
in such securities as the Association may direct, such sums 
as are ordered to be drawn from the Treasurer for that pur- 
pose and deposit the vouchers with him. They shall collect 
or realize all such sums -when so directed by the Association. 
They shall collect all interests, rents and other money arising 
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from investments, and shall pay the money so collected by 
them to the Secretary. They shall make an inventory of all 
properties of the Association. They shall at the meeting in 
November report their transaction to the Association. 
ARTICLE LV. 
INVESTMENTS. 

Section I.—All investments shall be made in the name of 
the Stove Salesmen’s Association of New York, and the in- 
terest from same shall be deposited in the Treasury of the 
Association. All securities shall be in the care of the Trus- 
tees, 


ARTICLE V. 
ENTRANCE FEES AND DUES. 
Section I.—Entrance Fee shall be $1.00, which, in all 


cases, must accompany the application. 

Section I].—The Beneficiary fund shall be such amount 
as shall be collected by voluntary subscription following the 
death of such member, and due notice sent by the Secretary 
after the proof of his death has been handed the Association. 
The Committee so appointed shall attend the funeral of the 
deceased and pay such tribute as becomes a member of this 
Association. 

Section III.—-The dues shall be $4.00 annually to be paid 
semi-annually in advance. 

ArticLte VI. 
COMMITTEES. 

Section I—The Standing Committees of this Association 
shall be Executive, Relief and Entertainment Committees, to 
consist of three members each; they shall serve one year and 
submit at the regular business meeting a written report of all 
their official acts during their term as such committees. 

Section I].—The Executive Committee shall serve as an 
advisory board to the President, and shall execute all mat- 
ters referred to it by the Association, or as provided for by 
the By-Laws. 

Section III—The Relief Committee shall, upon the death 
of a member in good standing, after having obtained suffi- 
cient proof of death, procure from the Secretary an order 
properly attested by him and signed by the President, for the 
amount of such fund as collected for this purpose as pro- 
vided for in Article V, Sec. 2. They shall collect same from 
the Treasurer within sixty days after the death of such 
member, pay it to the person or persons designated to re- 
ceive it and they shall take a receipt therefor. They shall be 
required to investigate the case of any member in distress 
and report same at the next regular meeting of the Associa- 
tion. It shall be their duty to assist worthy members to se- 
cure employment. 

Section IV.—The Entertainment Committee shall have 
charge of the arrangements for the Annual Banquet, Sum- 
mer Outing or Theater Benefit, and all other matters in 
which an entertainment feature is embodied. The Annual 
Banquet and Annual Outing shall be Self-Supporting. 

Section V.—An Auditing Committee to consist of three 
members, shall be appointed, whose duty it shall be to audit 
and examine the books and papers of the Secretary, Treas- 
urer and Trustees, and to report the result of such audit at 
the next annual meeting. 

ArtIcLe VII 
MEMBERSHIP. 

Section I—Each applicant for membership must sign 
the application furnished by the Association, stating his age, 
residence, occupation and place of occupation, and make all 
other statements as may be required by the application, and 
he must be recommended by two members of the Association 
in good standing. The application must be accompanied with 
$1.00 Entrance Fee. The application shall be read in open 
meeting, whereupon it shall be referred to the Executive Com- 
mittee who shall inquire into the fitness of the applicant for 
membership. If the Committee make favorable report the 
applicant shall be balloted upon, and if elected shall be in- 
stalled- as a member. If one or more black balls shall be 
cast adverse to the applicant, balloting shall be suspended and 
his application shall be referred to the Executive Committee 
and it shall be the duty of him or them who cast adverse 
ballots to make himself or themselves known to and appear 
before the Executive Committee and make a concise state- 
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ment as to why the applicant shall be rejected, and the com- 
mittee shall report their findings at the next regular monthly 
meeting. 

Section II.—The name or names ot him or them who 
testified before the Executive Committee shall not be divulged 
to any other member, but shall be held in strict confidence 
by the Committee. If the Committee report favorably upon 
the applicant he shall be declared elected to membership, 
and if the report be unfavorable to him he shall be declared 
rejected, and his entrance fee returned to him. No personal 
grievance shall be brought to bear in testimony against an 
applicant for membership, 

Section IIJ—Any members who shall falsely answer 
questions, or make any false statements in application for 
membership, or in any way resort to deception in order to 
gain admission to the Association, shall, upon conviction 
thereof, be expelled. 

Articte VIII. 

Section I—Any member who neglects, refuses or omits 
to pay his dues before the regular monthly meeting: held in 
November, shall be suspended from membership. 

Section II.—If such suspended member shall within nine 
months of the date of his suspension, pay the amount of 
all back assessments called and of any dues which became 
payable during the period of such suspension together with 
a fine of 25 cents to be deposited in the general fund, he 
may be re-instated in good standing only by ballot taken 
in open meeting, unless otherwise stipulated by the Associa- 
tion, provided, however, that no benefits shall be paid for 
death resulting from sickness or accident which may occur 
during the period of suspension. 

Section IJI].—Any member failing to be re-instated within 
a specified time shall cease to be a member of the Associa- 
tion, and shall be so marked on the books after due notice 
has been sent to such member. 


Articte IX. 
OFFENSES. 

Section I—Any member who shall violate the Constitu- 
tion, By-Laws or Rules may have charges preferred against 
him, and he shall have a hearing by the Executive Committee, 
who shall report in writing to the Association their opinion 
of the guilt or innocence of the accused. If found guilty, 
and the finding be approved by a majority of the Association, 
the accused shall be reprimanded, fined, suspended or ex- 
pelled as may be determined by the Association, and there 
shall be no further appeal. 

Section II.—Any member who shall divulge the affairs 
of the Association, or confer with any person who is not 
a member on matters pertaining to the Association or on 
the proceedings of any meetings, shall be liable for an 
offense, and subjected to the penalties as defined under 


that head. 
ARTICLE X. 


PRIVILEGES. 

Section I—Subjects of a sectarian or political character 
shall not be introduced or discussed in*’any meeting of this 
Association, nor shall any member make use of the name 
of this Association at any religious or political meeting. 

Section II].—This Association shall have a seal to alter 
or renew at pleasure, expel any member who may defraud 
or attempt to d:fraud the Association, who shall be con- 
victed of any criminal offense in any court of justice, be 
guilty of an unnatural abuse that may be injurious to himself 
or his family, or breach of any of the laws of the United 
States or the State of New York, but no member shall be 
expelled without one month’s notice and without being given 
a chance to speak in his own defense. 


ArticLe XI. 1 
AMENDMENTS. 

Section I—The Constitution and By-Laws of this Asso- 
ciation shall not be altered or amended, except by a two- 
thirds vote of the members present at a regular meeting of 
the Association, or a special meeting called for that purpose ; 
and all proposed alterations or amendments must be presented 
in writing, and signed by at least three members of the 
Association in good standing, to the Executive Committee 
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at least two months before the meeting in which such action 
is to take place. 
Articte XII. 
L. S. Cushing’s Manual shall govern this Association 
in all matters and cases not provided for in the By-Laws.

To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 
Am sending you a photograph of a circle made up 
of furnace elbows (appearing herewith). The circle

Multiply the number of pieces you want ‘in the elbow 
by 2, then deduct 2, and you will thus obtain the num- 
ber of parts into which to divide your pattern. In 
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FIGURE = 
making pattern take a strip of tin that will equal one- 
quarter of the circumference, and divide into parts 
as shown in Fig. 1, Fig.-1 being pattern for a three- 
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piece elbow. For a four-piece elbow divide into six 
parts, for five-piece into eight parts, and for six-piece 
into ten parts, striking a quarter-circle at one end and 
dividing it into as many equal parts as those into which 
you divide your pattern, obtaining the elevation ; from 
quarter-circle marked A, B,.C, in Fig. 1 cyt pattern 
on dotted line. You next lay out your sheet for the 
elbow ; measure 3 or 4 inches for base line. This will 
depend on the size of the elbow. Then from base line 
measure three times the width of the pattern at quar- 
ter-circle. This gives you the second line. If you 
want the tops to come on the side of elbow, mark off 
same as shown in Fig, 2. The marks, “X” will meet 
at the heel and throat of elbow. If care is taken in 
laying out the pattern there will be no trimming.

Nelson E. Whitaker. 

Nelson Evans Whitaker, President of the Wheeling 
orrugating Co., Wheeling, W. Va., the Whitaker- 
ilessner Co. of Wheeling, the Tyler Tube & Pipe Co., 
Vashington, Pa., the Principio Forge Co. of Mary- 
and, the Riverside Bridge Co. of Martins Ferry, Ohio, 
he Acme Carbon Co, of West Virginia, the Whitaker 
ton Co., and Vice-President of the Portsmouth 
Ohio) Steel Co., and director of the La Belle Iron 
Vorks, Steubenville, Ohio, died on December 28 at 
is home on South Chapline Street, Wheeling, W. Va., 
ollowng a three days’ illness of pneumonia. Mr. 
Vhitaker was taken ill on Christmas night, and he 
assed away peacefully with members of his immediate 
am'ly at his bedside. Mr. Whitaker was born at 
ti cipio Furnace, Cecil County, Maryland, on No- 
tmber 9, 1839, and was therefore in his 71st year 
hea he died. After completing his education he went 
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( ilings, and they state that they will endeavor to merit 
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to Wheeling, W. Va., in 1862, to take the position of 
Secretary of the Crescent Iron Works, of which his 
. father, George P. Whitaker, was President. He virtu- 


ally assumed the management of the works from that 
time and maintained it continuously until his death. 
When his father passed away he succeeded to the 
presidency of the Whitaker Iron Co. The Whitaker 
mill prospered continuously under the management of 
Mr. Whitaker, furnishing remunerative employment 
to thousands of workers and aiding materially in the 
up-building of the city of Wheeling. Some years ago 
the Whitaker mill was amalgamated with the old 
Laughlin mill under the name of the Whitaker-Gless- 
ner Co., of which, as stated above, Mr. Whitaker was 
president at the time of his death. Mr. Whitaker was 
chosen to important legislative positions which he filled 
with distinction and credit. He served as a member of 
both branches of the West Virginia Legislature. He 
was also frequently mentioned for higher offices, in-

States Senator, but he always discouraged these sug- 


cluding Governor of West Virginia and 


gestions, preferring the business career in which he 
was engaged. Mr. Whitaker accepted the chairman- 
ship of the West Virginia Commission to. the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition, and aided largely in arranging 
the creditable state exhibit at the Fair in St. Louis. 
Mr. Whitaker was a man of unusual business and in- 
tellectual attainments, and lovable social qualities. 
Probably no man ever-did more to build up the com- 
munity in which he labored than he, and none re- 
sponded more promptly to appeals to aid movements 
for civic betterment. He gave freely of his time and 
talents without counting the sacrifices involved. In 
the death of Mr. Whitaker the iron and steel in- 
dustry of the country loses one of its most prominent 
and deeply respected members. He is survived by his 
widow, two sons, Albert C. and Henry C. Whitaker, 
and two daughters, Mrs. Alexander Glass and Mrs.

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HARDWARE. 


There is very little new to report in the hardware 
market. Business has fallen off somewhat since. the 
holidays, though conditions on the whole are by no 
means unsatisfactory. The outlook for 1910 is bright, 
and liberal orders are being placed with manufactur- 
ers. Prices are strong and this is an encouraging situ- 
ation from the view point of both manufacturer and 
dealer. There is a fairly good demand for wire nails, 
though the cut nail market is rather quiet. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.85 per keg. The base price is $1.90 at the mill 
for full carloads and $2 at the mill for less than car- 
loads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for job- 
bers is $1.95 per keg. The base price is $2.00 for full 
carloads at the mill, and $2.10 for less than carloads 
at the mill, 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol-

$17 for first half delivery. At the close of the week 
it was asserted that no more basic iron could be ob- 
tained for any delivery in the new year, under $17.25. 

The most important purchase of the week in basic 
was 9,000 tons, by the Carbon Steel Co., for delivery 
through the first five months of 1910. The company 
came into the market with an inquiry for 10,000 tons. 
An effort was made to get all of it at $17 and a shade 
under, but the effort was unsuccessful. 

Sales of basic the week previous to two merchant 
firms in the Pittsburgh district are said to have ag- 
gregated about 40,000 tons, so that the total movement 
of basic in the last two weeks of the year was not far 
from 55,000 tons. This buying, some of it from mid- 
dlemen, has cleaned up all the basic iron offered at 
$17 and under.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly re- 
port: 3 

“The year starts off, as anticipated, on a higher plane of 
activity than has been evidenced during the past two weeks. 
There are numerous inquiries and the outlook is promising. 
There is evidently less effort on the part of furnaces to make 
sales and the range in prices on Southern iron is not as gen- 
eral as it has been. There is a firming up in prices and some 
plants have withdrawn minimum figures of a week ago. 

“Reports of production during December would indicate 
that a total of over 2,630,000 tons had been reached, which, 
if later confirmed, would make our production for 1909, 25.- 
275,000 tons, a close third to 1906 and 1907 as the greatest 
year of our production. When it is considered that of this 
amount slightly more than 14,450,000 tons were produced dur- 
ing the last six months and a reduction in furnace stocks ac- 
complished during the same time of over a million and a 
quarter tons, it will be seen at what rate our industrial re- 
covery was accomplished. 

“The coke market is without noticeable change, with ship- 
ments very much curtailed from all districts. 

“In almost every branch of the iron and steel industry of 
the United States the year 1909 will furnish cause for satis- 
faction. In many ways the year has been without precedent 
and has established new records in many lines. Following as 
it did the down and out condition of the iron trade of the 
year before, it was looked forward to with hopefulness, That 
it did not fulfill the sanguine hopes of the most optimistic is 
now a matter of history, but it is felt that it was better on 
the whole to recover gradually and gracefully than otherwise, 
and it may be set down as a year’s buffer between 1908 and 
the coming twelve months, which it is felt will be unques- 
tionably the greatest. year yet in the metal trades. No sensa- 
tional developments were expected. The disturbing influence 
of the discussion of tariff revision was probably much ex- 
aggerated, although it was certainly felt and had a deterring 
effect for week after week as it dragged itself out. The re- 
sults of the final tariff settlement have been much less felt 
than was the preliminary feeling of uncertainty. 

“The year started in with plants in opération producing 
only about 65 per cent of what might be regarded as the nor- 
mal consumptive requirements of the country. It was only 
natural that the consumptive capacity of the United States 
should increase during the last two years, but to the extent it 
has was not dreamed of and only in the last few months has 
the truth been known through the purchases of iron which 
have been made. 

“Tt is easy to keep track of the productive capacity, owing 
to the size and importance of new furnaces and their inability 
to hide from the public gaze. On the other hand, the average 
foundry might increase its capacity almost without limit 
without the fact being known outside of its own immediate 
neighborhood, During 1907 and 1908 and part of 1909 the 
amount of increase, not by new concerns but by adding to the 
capacity of concerns in existence, could be conducted to the 
best possible advantage. Material, labor and time were cheap 
and foundries made good use of them. The result has been 
an astounding capacity to consume iron and has only recently 
been felt. 

“The monthly record of pig iron production in 1909 is in- 
teresting, as compared with the previous year. From July, 
1908, to January, 1909, there was a steady increase in produc- 
tion, bringing total output for 1908 up to 15,680,000 tons. 
January, 1909, saw a slight increase over the month before. 
Then there was a setback in February to 1,682,000 tons; an- 
other increase in March carried it up to 1,822,000 tons. There 
was another falling off in April, an increase in May, marking 
record production 1,866,000 tons over the year past. From 
that time the increase has been steady with a record produc- 
tion in October of 2,580,000 tons, a slight falling off in No- 
vember and a total estimated output for 1909 of not less than 
25.295.000 tons. Some even believe that instead of being the 
third largest year in production it will with December carry 
its record up to second place, but this is doubtful. 

“This record, taken in connection with the course of pro- 
duction in 1908, and that year compared with 1894 as the year 
following a panic, goes a long way to establishing the claims 
which are being made for 1910.”
